A FAMOUS DUEL. 


H ow Sam H ouston's Scout D ropped 
Col* M orton, of Texas. 
Austin (Tex.) Correspondence New York San. 
Of til the famous duel* recalled by the 
Sun, perhaps none was more remarkable 
than that frught near this city by Deaf 
Smith and Col. Morton. 
About two years after the Texan revolu­ 
tion, a difficulty occurred between the new 
Government and a portion ut the people, 
which threatened serious consequences. 
Briefly, the Constitution made Austin the 
permanent Capitol, but empowered the 
President to order the temporary removal 
of the archives in case of danger from a 
foreign enemy or sudden insurrection. 
Thi iiklog that the exceptional energency 
had arrived, as the ComsocUes were com­ 
mitting ravages within sight ut the Capi­ 
tal, President Houston, who then resided at 
Washington, on the Brazos, dispatched aa 
order commanding bis subordinates to seod 
the State records to that town. 
It is Impossible to describe the excite- 
meat which the promulgation of this order 
raised in Austiu. Tne keepers ut hotels, 
boar ding-houses, groceries, and faro-btuk* 
were aghast. The measure would be a 
deathblow to their business. A mass-meet­ 
ing was called, aud tUe farmers of the sur­ 
rounding country, who were all more or 
less interested in 
the question, came 
in. 
Alter 
maoy 
brey 
speeches, 
lo 
was 
unanimously 
re­ 
solved to prevent the removal of the arch­ 
ives. Four hundred armed men volunteer­ 
ed to guard the Mute House. 
The com­ 
mander of this force was Col. Morton, who 
had distinguished himself in the war tor 
Independence, and more recently in two 
desperate duels, in both of which he had 
cut his antagonists nearly to pieces with 
the bowie*knite.

One day this committee were surprised 
by the sudden appearance of a stranger, 
whose mode of entering the room was as 
extraordinary as his looks and dress.

most ferocious manner. 
The stranger returned his stare with 
compound interest; and laid his Jong bony 
finger on his lip. 
“ Who are you? Speak ! or I'll cut an 
answer out of your heart ;*' shouted Mor­ 
ton. The stranger removed his finger from 
his lip, and laid it on the blit of his mon­ 
strous knife. 
The fiery Colonel drew his own knife 
but was seized and held back. 
“Let him 
alone, Morton, for God’s sake I” exclaimed 
his friends, “Do you not see that he is cra­ 
zy ?” 
At this moment Judge Webb, a man of 
afire wd and courteous manners, stepped 
forward and addressed the intruder court­ 
eously : 
“My good friend, I presume you have 
made a mistake in the house. 
This is a 
private.meeting where none but members 
are admitted.” 
The stranger did not comprehend the 
words, but he did the courtesy.

to a table in the center of the ball be seized 
a pen and traced a line, “I am deaf.” 
Judge Webb took the paper and wrote a 
question: “Dear sir: Will you be so ob­ 
liging as to inform us what is your busi­ 
ness with the meeting ?*' The stranger at 
once handed him a letter, inscribed, “To 
the Citizens of Austin.”

“Fellow Citizens: Though in error, and 
deceived by the arts of traitors, I will give 
you three days more to decide whether 
you will surrender the public archives. At 
the end of that time you will please let me 
know your decision. 
S am j H ouston.”

There is no portion of the visible ani* 
verse from which “the gift and faculty di- 
vine" cannot derive symbols to represent 
its thoughts and clothe its grand imagina­ 
tions so that they shall live for all the gen* 
e rations. 
Imagery is to literary art what form ii 
to sculpture—what color is to painting-- 
what rhythm is to music.
